Ronald Reegan does not have a detailed 
grasp of the major issues of his presidency, 
including economic theory and nuclear strate- 
gy. But instead of firmly relying on authorities, 
he firmly ignores them. Hewing to his own 
path for four years, he has brought into view 
two great goals: steady economic growth with- 
out inflation and a broadly based agreement 
with the Soviet Union to restrain nuclear arms.

_ Mr. Reagan has persistently rejected the 
warnings of mainstream economisis that he 
maust reduce the deficit, poner by jaising 
taxes or cutting spending. Instead, he has cut 
taxes and fash the deficit by 
spending more on the military. So far he has 
avoided being proved wrong. The American 
economy is doing fine because Mr. Reagan's 
tax cuts and defense spending have stimulated 
growth in traditional Keynesian Fashion.

of the dollar and weak demand from Europe 
have kept imported raw materials cheap, help- 
ing the Federal Reserve Board hold down 
inflation.

Mr. Reagan has been just as bold in defense 
by flouting prevailing wisdom. He announced 
a missile defense of the kind conven- 
tionally judged as destabilizing, and has re- 
mained unmoved by the broad consensus 
among Strategic experts that his “star wars” 
fotion cannol guarantee protection.

Unless he achieves 
a bolder arms agreement than any of his prede- 
cessors, Mr. Reagan will have committed the 
superpowers to a new phase of the arms race, 
more costly and uncontainable than ever. 

By ignoring his experts, Mr. Reagan has 
created wider possibilities. Does he trust his 
vision over their narrower technical insights? 
Or is he merely following the verities of a 
strong defense and a free market with a mini- 
mum of goverament manipulation? Whether 
his presidency is now headed for triumph or 
disaster, the pilots have been cast adrift, and 
Mr. Reagan alone has set his course.

Volunteers Against Famine 


Something exciting is happening at the 
Peace Corps. A major recruitment effort was 
launched recently in response to food short- 
ages in Africa, and the response has been 
dramatic. The agency usually receives about 
160,000 inquiries a year from prospective vol- 
‘unteers; now, more than a thousand calls a day 
are coming in. This is an especially impressive 
response because only those with agricultural 
and relaled skills are being sought. 

Peace Corps volunteers are now working in 
34 African counties, but not in Ethiopia, 
whose Marxist t asked them to 
leave in 1977. Famine is a problem in many of 
these nations, and about half of the 2,500 
volunteers on the continent are already work- 
ing directly in agriculture. But that is not 

and W; has received requests 
for 600 additional volunteers to begin work 
this spring and summer. Loret Ruppe, the 
Peace Corps director, launched an for 
volunteers of all ages with work experience or 
degrees in agriculture, forestry, biology, health 
nutrition, mechanics and water systems. 

Many of those who have called Peace Corps 


headquarters are older than the average volun- 
teer. One man, a 55-year-old farmer, ts willing 
to leave his farm in the care of bis sons for two 
years. Another caller offered a different skill 
“T'm not a farmer.” he said, “but 'm a diesel 
mechanic, and I can repair tractors.” These are 
just the kind of people the Peace Corps needs 
in Africa, not only in the immediate future, but 
for a long-range project undertaken with the 
U.S. Agency for International Development to 
improve agricultural production. 
The American to the human 
dy of famine has been remarkable. Not only 
has the U.S. government taken a lead in pro- 
viding assistance, but individual Americans in 
every part of the country have acted as well. In 
a two-month period at the end of {ast year, 
private voluntary organizations received moxie 
than $60 million in individual contributions 
for Ethiopia. The thousands who called the 
Peace Corps last week are willing to give even 
more — their time, their energy, ves. 
They want to make a difference in the lives of 
people all over Africa, and they will.

1945: A Duty to Remember 


There is a strong case for recalling, periodi- 
caily, soberly and somberly, the war that end- 
ed in 1945.

Primarily, it rests on the duty to 
prevent obliteration of the past, This is a daty 
that the present owes to the future —as will be 
appreciated by those who, last year, read or re- 
sead George Orwell’s “1984.” 

Today many West Germans and Japanese 


are able and willing to acknowledge that 1945 
brought their countries not only defeat but 
also a liberation from tyrannical masters who 
had marched them into catastrophe: a libera- 
tion that gave them their present freedoms. If 
some of them still seek w deny this, so much 
stronger is the case for periodic reminders of 
the events that climaxed 40 years ago. 

Today most Russians are allowed to hear 
only the version of those events given by their 
country’s official information monopoly. In 
that lopsided version some aspects of the 1939- 
45 war are dishonestly belittled — for exam- 
ple. the struggles in the Adiantic, in Africa and 
in Italy. These distortions should not be imi- 
tated in Britain or in other Western countries.

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Asian Refugees Ask What’s After Camps 


40,000 Who Fled Vietnam Are Trapped in Settlements With No Relief in Sight

FANG ZHEN CAMP, Guangxi 
province. China — Yuan

1 is an option he would 
not have had in Thailand, Malaysia 
or Indonesia, but he quickly turned 
it down. Now he is preparaing to

Diplomats and UN officials held 
out lite prospect of increased 
funds for China, given the pressing, 
demands from refugee crises else- 
where, They expressed concem 
that the Chinese might lose pa- 
uence and follow the example of 
other Southeast Asian countries by 
toughening their attitude toward 
those seeking asylum. 

Such a development, an official 
said, would be “understandable 
but demoralizing” for refugee work 
in the region. 


Border Tension Grows 
Between Thailand, Laos+ 


Bangkok Fears Influence of Vietnam; 
Vientiane Alleges Incursion by Thais -

BANGKOK — A border dis- 
pute berween Thailand and Laos 
has resulted in each country releas- 
ing a white paper denouncing the 
other as a security treat 

The Thai Foreign Ministry is- 
sued a 33-page document last week 
saying that Laos had become a 
“willing servant” of Vietnam by 
accepting increasing numbers of 
Vietnamese settlers, In the Thai 
view. pervasive Vietnamese influ- 
ence in Laos is a major factor be- 
hind a steady flow of Laotian refu- 
gees into Thailand. 

The Thai allegations followed a 
Laotian white paper issued in Sep- 
tember conceming a_cor over 
three border villages. Laos declared 
that the villages —- Ban Mai, Ban 
Klang and Ban Sawang — were 
illegally occupied by Thai troops 
last year. und the white paper ac- 
cused Thailand of harboring “ex- 
pansionist and hegemonist ambi- 
tions” against Laos for centuries. 

in a recent stateroent. the Lao- 
ian Foreign Ministry said that 
Thai troops launched a series of 
atvacks this month across the bor- 
der near the villages “to extend 
their occupation of Lao territory.” 
but were repulsed by local militia. 
The statement said that “Thai 
troops heavily pounded the area 
with all caliber artillery fire, includ- 
ing 155-millimeter howitzers.” 

A Thai Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man, Sawanit Kongsiri, denied that 
such actions occurred. Thailand 
withdrew its woaps from the vil- 
tages in October, and Mr. Sawanit 
said that the Laotian reports were 
being manufactured by Hanoi to 
distract attention from the Viet- 
namese dry-season offensive 
against Cambodian resistance set- 
tlements on the Thai-Cambodian 


said Hanoi's aim 
was “to place under the total 
control of Viemam” and to realize 
Ho Chi Minh’s dream of an Indo- 
chinese federation that would unite 
Vietnam. Cambodia and Laos. 

τι said that from the Communist 
takeover of Laos in 1975 to No- 
vember 1984 more than 286,000 
refugees have crossed into Thai- 
land from Laos. which has a popu- 
fation of 3.8 million, according toa 
1981 United Nations estimate. 

The Thai document said that the 
Vietnamese “have infiltrated into 
every aspect of Laos" social fabric” 
and that advisers from Hanoi were 
effectively in charge of the govern- 
ment. It said that Vietnamese set- 
Uers were causing hardships and 
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resenunent among Laotian resi- 
dents, who were powerless to resist 
the influx. ; 

The Thai paper did not indicate . 
the number of Vicinamese settlers 
in Laos, but Mr. Sawanit said there 
were about 60,000 new settlers in - 
addition to those who had lived in 
Laos before the Communist take- 
over. The document did say that 
the settlers included former sol- ; 
diers from the estimated 45,000 
Vietnamese troops in Laos. 

Some Western observers of Lao- 
tian affairs expressed skepticism 
about the Thai allegations. 

MacAlister Brown, an American 
professor from Williams College in 
Massachusetts, visited Laos in Oc- 
tober. He said he saw no evidence 
of a large Vietnamese influx. 

“I don't know where they'd set- 
tle,” he said. “Laos doesn’t have the 
available land.” 

He said that Vietnamese settle- 
ment was no more effective as a 
means of controlling Laos than the 
stationing there of Vietnamese 
troops. εν 

Mr. Brown also said that the 
Vietnamese idea of an Indochinese 
federation was ἃ “nonstarter” and * 
unnecessary to Viemam's control 
of Laos and Cambodia.
